MODERN SHELLS ARE DEADLY. 


Burst Into Hundreds of Fragmenis 
Scattering Death. 

‘Paris, September 17.—The grand maneu- 
Vers just concluded at Dijon have shown 
the development of scientific warfare 
since the Franco-German war. The guns 
used threw shells which burst into 240 
deadiy fragments, whereas the shells 
used in the war of 1870-71 only burst 
into thirty fragments. 

The present French shrapnel shells are 
calculated to scatter 400 deadly particles, 
Whereas the former shrapnel scattered 37. 
General Brugere, the commander in chief, 
emphasized the. necessity of the army 
COncealing itself and exposing the enemy 
Uring action. Therefore, powerful 

archiights were successfully used to 
disclose the movements of the enemy.

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HISTORICAL DEVELOPMENT 
OF AMERICAN RUGBY FOOTBALL 


T little more than thirty years, an 
adequate outline of tBe history of 
football evohition is not to be drawn up 
in a few terse sentences, and I shall 
be compelled to make use of a second, 
if not a third, paper before contenting 
myself with the reflection that in point 
of space justice has been done the suDb- 
ject. 

It was, I believe, in the early 70s that 


mates of the sophomore class at Yale 
decided they would like to play some 
football, as it was played in the English 
schools at Harrow. Eton and Rugby, 
and forthwith they started in to play. 
It concerns us not here to take note of 
all the times and places and ways in 
which some kinds of football have been 
played through and from the middle ages 
down, for though we can find allusions 
to various such games in Shakespeare 
and even further back, we are here in- 
terested in the modern American college 
Rugby only. Briefly, then, after a short 
experience with the English game Messrs, 
Camp et al. didn’t like the fifteen men 
on a team feature and promptly cut off 
four of the players. Since they were 
pleasing themselves alone they bethought 
them of much better (!) ways of putting 
the ball In play than the old method, 
which consisted of the two teams lock- 
ing arms and kicking at the ball in the 
center until it popped out into the hands

on! Eh? No—no, the next time I dodged 
him.

Contribction. 
The school system of Hancock county 
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Department of the Rural Schools of Hancock County, Under 
bourn, of Griffin, Docher’s College, New York. 
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differs in only one particular to the 
system in other counties perfected by the 
state of Georgia. It is not unlike the 
county schools of Cobb or Fulton except 
that through the efforts of County Su- 
perintendent M. L. Duggan a local con- 
tribution is raised each year, which is 
used to extend the schoo) term from five 
months to eight months and to include 
in the @ommon schol course manual 
training and domestic science. But this 
difference suggests to one famillar with 
the actual work and methods of the 
schools of other counties, the transition 
One Would probably feel in being raised 
from the life of a semi-civilized to the 
life of a social being. 

The local contribution received by the 
county school superintendent is supple- 
mented by the general educational board 
of New York and the common school 
fund of Georgia and the three funds to- 
gether give to Hancock a total revenue 
for free schools of $18,700 annually. 


General Education Board Gives 
$4,060. 


Two years ago the general educational 
board of New York was asked if it 
woulg supply the necessary funds for the 
extension of the school term at each of 
the rural public schools of Hancock 
county for one month, and that to be the 
last month. of the school year, provided 
the patrons and citizens of the county 
could be induced to contribute suffi- 
cient funds to add one month at the 
beginning of the term, it being distinctly 
understood that during each of these 
months tuition shoulg be absolutely free 
to all the children, and that the teacher 
should receive a cash salary aft regular 


full rates. The proposition provided, fur- 


thermore, that for the second year the 
patrons would increase their contribu- 
tions by 25 per cent, so that the gen- 
eral‘ educational board might decrease 
theirs by a like amount, and for the 
third year the patrons would increase 
their part by 50 per cent on the original 
amount, while the New York board 
woulg decrease their contribution In like 
amount. 

After this it was thought, and so ar- 
gued, that the three years’ experience 
with longer terms and better schools, 
with their powerfully increased influence 
over the various communities throughout 
the county, would prove an unanswer-~ 
able and sufficient argument for. local 
taxation, which is everywhere the only 
permanent and satisfactory solution of 
the public school problem. 

The reply that came from Dr. Wallace 
Buttrick, the able and very courteous 
secretary of the general educational 
board, was that the appeal was a “rea- 
sonable and wise one, and at the first 
opportunity it would be put before his 
board for their consideration.” 

In the meantime, as is well known 
to evary citizen of Hancock county, the 
commissioner proceeded at many pub- 
lic meetings called for the purpose, and 
upon every possible occasion, to discuss 
with the people the pressing necessity 
for longer term schools, and also to lay 
before them the plan that he had sub- 
ted to the New York board.

L.. Duggan, Sparta, Ga, Dear Mr. Dug- 
gan: I have great pleasure in giving 
you the following extract from the min- 
utes of our executive cémmittee meet. 
ing of October 21, 1902: 


“The secretary informed the committee | | 
that Mon. M. I. Duggan, county school | | 
commissioner of Hancock county, Geor- ' 


gia, had written us to the effect that he 
has raised a sum of money approximating 
$1,900 for the purpose of lengthening the 
school term of all the schools In Han- 
cock county, Georgia, white and oolored, 
for a period of one month. The schools 
of the county having thus been enabled 
to begin their sessions one month earilier, 
Mr, Duggan asks that the weneral educa- 
tional board shall contribute an equal 
amount thereby adding one month at the 
end of the usual school year, viz: the 
month of May. He further asks that we 
shall contribute 75 per cent of said 
amount for a second year and 50 per cent 
a third year, after which Hancock county 
will be able to maintain all the schools 
for a school year of eight months. 

“On motion the secretary was author- 
ized to inform Mr. Duggan that this 
board will contribute a sum not exceeding 
$2,000 for the year 1902-3 to carry out 
the above described plan for Hancock 
county, Georgia, that we will contribute 
an amount not exceeding $1,500 for the 
year 1903-4, and an amount not exceed- 
ing $1,000 for the year 1904-5, it being 
understood that Secretary Buttrick shall 
satisfy himself that the terms and condi- 
tions as etated {n Mr. Duggan’'s letter 
have been fulfilled, and that the sum 
contributed by the general educational 
board has been duplicated by the citizens 
of Hancock county.”’

from Er ile Combes. M. Combes has 
made one or two errors qf policy and 
many grievances harbored against 
him by the politicians of different stripes 
that make up his working majority. Ad- 
vantage being taken this state 
of things for ali it is worth by a 
cently formed coalition of which WM. Mili- 
erand and 
spirit. 

As is pretty well known by 
M. Combes and his ministry were only 
put up by the late M. Waldeck-Rousseau 
as temporary substitutes for himself and 
his friends, and for the purpose of testing 
public opinion on the Anti-Cherical <As- 
eociation act, and the former premier 
held himself In readiness to return, with 
all his colleagues, at the first emergency. 
But contrary to expectation, the Combes 
ministry have stuck tenaciously to office, 
and maneuvered so cleverly that at pres- 
ent they hold the record of longevity in 
French political history. 

Meanwhile Waldeck-Rousseau's late ae- 
sociates are getting impatient at their 
long enforced inactionfiand none more 
s0 that Millerand, whose recent attack 
on the ministry, under the pretext of an 
interpellation on the workmen's old ag» 
pension scheme, together with the sub- 
sequent accusation by innuendo of black- 
mail against M. Edgar Combes nearly 
brought about the government resigna- 
tion. The attack, it is safe to prophesy, 
will be renewed before long on some other 
question, and in the uncertain and in- 
tricate game of French political intrigue, 
a catch-vote will be snatched at to secure 
a government minority; and the minis- 
try, with that beautiful lack of logic 
which characterizes public life in France, 
will resign and retire in dignified protest. 

That is the opportunify M. Millerand 
foresees, and the ministry he then ex- 
pects to be asked to form is already 
‘constitute?@. He will be content with 
nothing less than the premiership, mak- 
ing room for his old friend, Michel La- 
Brave (the late French commissioner at 
St. Louis, who has come out of the Car- 
thusian inquiry with a very artificial) halo 
of martyrom) in the ministry of com- 
merce: Delcasse, who is a fixture what- 
ever else may change, will remain at 
the foreign office. and Georges Leygues.

HIS part of the Bible is preemi- 
nently a cross section of human 


| life. For this reason, although 


very old, it is peculiarly up to date, and 
has an applicdtion to current affairs. 
Not of Elijah alone, but of each char- 
acter here introduced. St. James might 
have said, “He was a man of like man- 
ner with us.” Strength and weakness 
both are exemplified. The whole 
gamut of human passion is run. 
The inevitable denouement of va- 
rious courses of conduct is faithfully de- 
picted. We are taught by example in 
this instance, and it is a proverb, ex- 
ample is better than precept. That is a 
crude and hasty judgment which reic- 
gates these incidents to the category of 
mere Old Testament story—and to a far- 
away land. They show human life, its 
motives, fair and foul; its sufferings and 
successes and possibilities. Elijah and 
Obadiah, Ahab and Jezebel, and the 
rest are alive today, and will reuppea> 
in every age. They are- huinan types, 
and as such “the chief study of man- 
kind,”’ 
Rehoboam,

When called by the national assembly 
to plight his faith as a constitutional 
monarch, he took counsel of the gilde:l 
youths of the empire and gave his sub- 
jects, already on the point of revolt, 
a recklessly insolent answer.

He 
parted Hebrew history that diay into two 
streams which were never to be reuni-ed. 
The Upper Kingdom, the kingdom o07 
Israel, was composed of ten tribes. It 
Survived three centuries and had twice 
the territory and population of the soutit- 
ern kingdom, and most of the prophets 
and historic sites. It ended in the Avsy- 
rian captivity. The kingdom of Judah, 
composeq of the tribes of Judah and 
Benjamin, had the temple, the priest- 
hood, and Isaiah among the prophets. 
It was interrupted by the Babylonian 
captivity, but survived until a. D, 
70. 

Jeroboam, the first king of Israel, was 
aman of splendid genius. His specialty 
was military architecture. Over against 
the dreary incomptence of Rehoboam 
the practical and forceful spirit of Je- 
roboam appears to best advantage. The 
moment he took up the scepter he be- 
gan the fortification of the key cities, 
and well earned the title of “fortress 
builder, of Israel.’ But tin spile of no- 
Ble qualities the key to Jeroboam’s char- 
acter is found in the somewhat odious 
word “policy.”” He buttressed his thronc 
and perpetuated his dynasty by con- 
firming the separation of the two king- 
doms.

politically. He set up symbols of relig- 
ion at the most sacred shrines within his 
own territory, and excused his subjects 
from their religious pilgrimages to Jeru- 
salem. In the place of the Levites, who 
had all deserted to Judah, he created a 
new and popular priesthood, in which all 
sections and classes were represented. 
As a plece of statecraft this is to be 
commended, but if the supernatural] ele- 
ments of Hebrew history are admitted, 
then Jeroboam was at fault in throw- 
ing himself dead against the fundamen- 
tal principles of the Mosaic law and 
ritual.
